Jap Sub Is Hit 
By “Tin Fish” 
From Yankee 


WASHINGTON, April 21—(AP) 
—-A United States submarine 
homeward bound from patrol 
deep into Japanese waters recent- 
ly torpedoed an enemy undersea 
craft, the navy reported Monday. 

The report said the Japanese sub- 
marine was “damaged” but navai 
experts speculated it may have been 
sunk. Since three torpedoes were 
fired at it, one must have struck 
home in order to damage it and no 
submarine ordinarily can withstand 
such an explosion. 

The United States submersible 
was commandedd by Lt.-Cmdr, El- 
ton W. Grenfell, 38, and it was an- 
nounced he had been awarded the 
Navy Cross. Three other sub skip 
pers also were decorated for suc- 
cessful raids. Together, the four 
undersea craft had sunk six enemy 
ships totalling 45,000 tons. 

Counting the Japanese submarine 
which Grenfell torpedoed as dam- 
aged, the announced total toll of 
United States subs carrying on the 
war of attrition against Japan now 
stands at 36 ships sunk, 12 probably 
sunk, and 11 damaged. 

The officers awarded Navy 
Crosses in addition to Grenfell were 
Lieutenant Commanders David C 
White, 38; Legis S. Parks, 40; and 
Staley P. Moseley, 38.

| DEADLIEST ENEMY 
| But there was no quinine to fight 
that deadliest of enemies—malaria. 

As 1 disclosed in my last dis- 
patch from Corregidor it was 
malaria and dysentery—not Jap- 
anese tanks or dive bombers or 
bayonets—that told the final 
story. 

I broke through the Japanese 
blockade, by a route that cannot 
be disclosed, after Bataan fell, and 
after we had undergone ruthless, 
steady bombardment on the rocky | 
little fortress of Corregidor. I 
reached Australia this week with 
the American bomber squadron | 
that had attacked four Japanese | 
bases in the Philippines. | 

As long as there was enough! 
quinine for all, there was little 
disease. But, when the supply 
dwindled, with issues available only | 
to treat actual malaria victims, the 
fever became rampant. 


SMUGGLE IN QUININE 

Some quinine was brought 
through the Japanese blockade but 
it was not enough because, since 
Jan. 1, all troops had been required 
to take two pills daily, Many sol- 
diers had a combination of malaria 


and mild forms of dysentery which 
sapped their strength completely. 
The lack of a balanced diet brought 
on the dysentery. 

I have often heard American 
officers say that soldiers are satis- 
fied as long as they have plenty 
of food and cigarettes, Bataan's 
defenders had neither, I've seen 
a soldier pay five pesos, the equiv- 
alent of $2.50, for a single cigar- 


)Sume responsibility therefor, 


ette. I have seen a group of them 

line up and each man take a 
single “drag” on a cigarette, 

Some of them tried to smoke 
dried bark and leaves, but most of 
them swore off altogether. 

Every carabao on the peninsula 
was slaughtered for food as well as 
the 26th cavalry'’s horses and most 
of the defenders’ pack mules. 


LIKE MULE MEAT 


The soldiers like mule meat best 
and didn’t mind its toughness, Horse 
meat became such an accepted part 
of our diet that when I arrived in 
Australia and saw a team of Clydes- 
dale draft horses my first thought 
was what an excellent meal they 
would make for a Bataan regiment. 

Many soldiers dined on monkey 
meat and although I didn’t sit at 
any of these tables I was told 
that stewed monkey wasn’t half 
bad, especially when prepared by 

Filipino cooks. 

The troops’ greatest complaint 
was having rice every meal. I stay- 
ed in camps where plain rice con- 
stituted an entire meal and the next 
meal would be rice with canned 
milk on it- 

HOPES DWINDLE 

Despite the bombings and other 
dangers, I enjoyed the first two 
months on Bataan but the last 
month was an unhappy one for 
every American and Filipino of- 
ficer and man. Then we realized 
that the rumors of reinforcements 
would never bear fruit and about 
all the soldiers could look forward 
to was the coming rainy season 
which would change the dust of 
Bataan to a sea of mud. 

Toward the end bamboo huts were 
being built in preparation for the 
rainy season, the sufferings of 
| which God has been kind enough 
|wo spare those stout-hearted but 
|mentally and physically exhausted 
heroes of Bataan.

Hanson Calls 
For “Yes” Vote 
In Plebiscite

restricting Canada’s war éffort, en- 
danger her own shores. 

Canadians who still enjoy the 
democratic right to express their 
views by a secret ballot had a def- 
inite duty to vote in the plebiscite. 

“Strange words, you say, from 
one who has consistently and vig- 
crously opposed the taking of 
this plebiscite,” Mr. Hanson con- 
tinued. “I offer no apology for 
my course of action whilst the 
measure was under discussion in 
the house of commons. 

“I thought it was unnecessary. 1 
believed it involved dangerous de- 
lay and hindrance to our war ef- 
fort. From the very outset, I urged 
the government to come to parlia- 
ment with a very definite, clear-cut 
policy and ask parliament to as- 
That 
I believe would have been the 
straightforward, manly course. That 
is the course under our constitu- 
tional system, 

“The fact which confronts us now 
is that the plebiscite is to be held. 
As a law-abiding citizen 1 accept, 
as I ask you to accept, the accom- 
piished position.” 

ISSUE IS CLEAR 

“If we answer ‘yes'—and I have 
no hesitation in calling on all Con- 
servatives, all my fellow Canadians, 
to answer in that manner—we re- 
lease the government from a pledge 
restricting them in the method of 
raising men for overseas service,” 
Mr. Hanson said. 

“If we answer ‘no’ we hold 
them to a promise to refuse, vir- 
tually, to defend ourselves should 
that defence lie outside the terri- 
torial limitations of Canada, 

“The issue is clear,” he continued, 
“Either we permit our government 
and our parliament to dispatch our 
forces to the parts of the world 
where, in conjunction with the 
forces of our Allies, they can defeat 
the enemy and keep the war from 
our territory, or we refuse that 
right and wait to defend ourselves 
only when bombs and shells rain 
death and destruction upon our 
people and our cities and our 
towns.” 

The best defence was offence. 
Mr. Hanson said that if Canada 
failed to support her Allies on dis- 
tant points she would have no right 
to seek and expect protection on 
her own shores should the need 
arise, 


LACKS AUTHORITY 


The government had under the 
War Measures Act full legal power 
to conscript manpower for service 
anywhere but Prime Minister King 
had taken the stand that he lacked 
moral authority, 

“That moral authority can only be 
secured, in his mind, by a specific 
vote of the people releasing him 
from his pledge,” Mr. Hanson said. 
“Whether we agree or disagree with 
this ‘interpretation of his obligation 
is unimportant today. 5 

“Our duty is clear. He and his 

government must be relcased 
from any restrictions, legal or 
moral, with respect to the service 
of our manpower at this most crit- 
ical juncture.” 


In the minds of certain people in 
Canada some confusion existed with 
respect to the principle of the 
plebiscite. Because of this con- 
fusion there was grave fear in his 
mind that the vote might not be 
carried affirmatively without much 
greater effort on the part of public 
spirited citizens than had yet been 
apparent. 

NO POLITICAL ISSUE 

A voluntary non-partisan organ- 
ization led by public-spirited citi- 
zens should be immediately under- 
taken in every community to sup- 
port a large affirmative vote, 

Some people were contemplating 
voting “no” or refraining from vot- 
ing because they considereg an af- 
firmative vote would be consider- 
ed a vote of confidence in the 
present government, 

“To vote ‘yes’ is not to vote for 
any political party,” Mr. Hanson 
said. “Let me emphasize that. This 
plebiscite has no relationship to 
the fortunes of the Libera) party, 
or the Conservative party, or any 
other party. To vote ‘yes’ is simply 
lo ensure that the government will 
not be paralyzed and shackled by 
dangerous and unwise res'rictions 
upon the use of our manpower

Bill To Provide: Wider 


Vocational Training 


Brought 


In At Ottawa 


OTTAWA, April 21.—(CP)—Vocational training to fit 
people for employment in industry and the armed forces is 


the object of a bill introduced 


in the House of Commons by 


Labor Minister Mitchell Monday night. 


The measure is 
and an enlargement of the Youth 
Training Act of 1939 which was 
designed to assist in meeting an 
unemployment sijuation. 

The new measure is designed to 
provide for training with a view to 
promoting the efficient prosecution 
of the war and give “a post-war 
stimulus to vocational training in 
general,” in the words of its pre- 
amble, 


OBJECTS OF TRAINING 

It would authorize the minister 
of labor to undertake vocational 
training projects; 

1—To fit people for employment 
contributing to the prosecution of 
the war, in the forces or in indus- 
try; 

2-—To fit former members of the 
forces for any gainful employment; 

3—To fit unemployed persons for 
whom unemployment insurance au- 
thorities are seeking employment 
for any gainful employment. 

4—To fit persons for employment 
contributing to the conservation and 
development of natural resources. 

These provisions constitute an 
enlargement of the youth training 
act which did not authorize the 
federal labor department to carry 
on projects on its own, only to con- 
tribute to projects carried on by 
provincial governments under 
agreements. 


ASSIST PROVINCES 

The new bill also carries on the 
contributory feature of the youth 
training act for it authorizes the 
minister to enter agreements for 
financial assistance to any province 
for vocational training projects, 
providing the Dominion contribu- 
tion does not exceed that of the 
province. 

No limit is set in the bill to the 
amount of money to be expended 
but funds must be yoted by 
Parliament each year. In this the 
measure differs from the 1939 
act which set aside $4,500,000 to 
be spent in a three-year period 
which ended March 31 last. 

The minister said there is no age 
restriction in the bill, Older per- 
sons could be trained. He said 
considerable numbers of older per- 
sons now are being trained under 
the war emergency training pro- 
gram _ which supplemented the 
youth training program. As young 
men were drawn into the armed 
forces it was necessary that older 
men and women be trained for in- 
dustrial employment.

GREATEST DANGER 

The greatest danger was from 
those who were indifferent and felt 
no responsibility for the result of 
the plebigvite.

There were some who thought 
they could best express their disap- 
prova] of the government by ignor- 
ing the plebiscite, but in taking this 
action they were defeating the very 
purpose of compulsory service 
which they had in the past sup- 
ported, . 

“No matter if it is a party gov- 
ernment, no matter what its com- 
Position, its personnel, no matter 
whether you approve of its poli- 
cles, or of it, at least it must be 
free,” Mr. Hanson said. 

“To me that is fundamental, Let 
us give them that release in full 
measure and get on with the war.” 

The greater effort required for 
victory might come under an over- 
whelming “yes” vote, but it could 
not come if the plebiscite were de- 
feated. 


WILL sHOW UNITY 


“You are not called upon, by this 
plebiscite to declare for or against 
conscription for overseas service,” 
he said. “That may come; it does 
not follow from this plebiscite,”

In six days R.A.F, planes made 3,000 
individual flights over northern France 
and the Ruhr area. In Friday's raids, 600 
planes crossed the Channel, 200 more than 
the former maximum. In a recent raid on 
Lubeck bombs fell on that Baltic port at 
the rate of 4,000 pounds per minute for 
three hours—50 per cent more than the 
Nazis rained on Covertry. It is estimated, 
with detailed calculations to support the 
statement, that 1,500,000 German soldiers 
and civilians are occupied full-time in de- 
fence measures against the airkrieg, and 
that half the Nazi fighter planes are being 
kept away from the Russian arena. 

If this is not the military equivalent to 


- a western “front,” the effect in retarding 


the enemy's operations cannot fall far 
short of what could result from an inva- 
sion of the continent by a million Allied 
ground troops. The air attack is a contin- 
uous performance, is growing in strength 
as it is widening in range, can be kept up 
indefinitely, and is costing only a trifling 
fraction of the casualties which must be 
sustained in ground fighting. Given enough 
planes, Allied airmen can make Germany's 
industrial area militarily unproductive and 
doubtfully inhabitable. They are getting 
more planes every day than they got the 
day before. 


Canada Will Speak Monday 


SE —————————————————— EE 

Most people have no doubt made up 
their minds how they will vote next Mon- 
day—if they vote at all. It is the latter 
point which now needs attention—the duty 
of the individual to go to tho polls and 
vote, From that duty there is no escape. 
It is plain, direct, and confronts every per- 
son in Canada who is entitled to mark a 
ballot and who can get to his polling place. 

This duty is particularly urgent for 
every one who will vote “yes” if he or 
she does vote. Upon these rests the re- 
sponsibility of freeing parliament from 
any moral hindrances to an all-out conduct 
of the war. Unpolled votes mean nothing, 
whatever the opinions of the non-voters 
may be. Parliament is asking that the 
question submitted be answered in the af- 
firmative. That can only be done by 
marking ballot papers in the “yes” blank. 

Canadians have been saying, through 
their public officials and otherwise, that 
there are no reservations on their war ef- 
fort, that we are in the fight to the full 
measure of our resources come what may. 
Hitherto this has been assumed to be the 
purpose in the minds of the people who 
make up the nation. After Monday next 
it can be no longer an assumption, but a 
declared fact—or admitted to be an over- 
statement of the fact. The verdict from 
the polls will show which. 

Those, and they are undoubtedly the 
overwhelming majority, who recognize it 
to be important to demonstrate the na- 
tional resolution alike to friend and foe 
should make certain that nothing will keep 
them away from the polls. A positive re- 
sponse to the question submitted will not 
be good enough. It should be a response 
so emphatic that never again in any quar- 
ter can there be a shadow of doubt as to 
what Canada means. 


Alarms and “Indignation” 


Japan had no air raids on Sunday. But 
it had plenty of alarms, showing that the 
moral of Saturday’s events had got home, 
and with salutary effect. The supposition 
of security has been shattered, and secur- 
ity from air attacks on home bases was 
one thing Tokyo's surprise strategy was 
intended to gain. By suddenly pouncing 
on Hawaii; Wake, Guam and the Philip- 
pines it was hoped both to cripple the air 
forces of the United States in the Pacific 
and to deprive them of jumping off places 
within reach of Japanese ports and muni- 
tions centres, thus reducing the danger of 
attack to the chance that enemy plane-car- 
riers might elude sea and air patrols and 
get within striking distance, 

Yet, whether from land bases or car- 
riers, hostile bombers did range over a 
thousand square miles of central Japan on 
Saturday—with the result that alarms 
now go off when no raiders appear. If the 
Tokyo authorities are not jittery, they at 
least have a lively understanding that 
their quarantine arrangements have brok- 
en down and that the war front has moved 
into Japan, 

What the Japanese people think of this 
unexpected turn of events the Tokyo radio 
has disclosed, in part, and perhaps col- 
ored to suit the aims of propaganda. 
There is, the broadcaster says, “a rising 
tide of popular indignation” at this un- 
welcome intrusion of the war, which was 
supposed to be kept safely away from the 
sacred shores of the Flowery Kingdom. 
But he attributes the indignation to the 
fact that some civilian property was de- 
stroyed and some civilians killed—which 
may or may not be the cause of it. 

It is possible that Japanese civilians— 
who know something of the horrors per- 
petrated upon Chinese civilians by Jap- 
anese troops, who certainly know about 
the treachery of Pearl Harbor, who must 
have learned about the indiscriminate 
bombing of Manila and Singapore and 
Mandalay and the bayonetings at Hong 
Kong—are incensed because bombs in- 
tended for Japancse munitions factories 


miscarried and killed some of their own 
people. But they know also that no bombs 
would have fallen upon Japan if its war 
‘leaders had not launched unprovoked and 
barbarian war upon neighboring states. 

The gentlemen responsible for the kill- 
ing of Japanese civilians—if any were 
killed—are the treacherous scoundrels 
who rule Japan. 


It is said the Cornwall and Dorsetshire 
were sunk by dual purpose planes, designed 
alike for fighting and for dive-bombing. If 
so, the Japanese have no monopoly on the 
idea. Hurricane fighters built in Canada 
have been fitted with bomb-racks and are 
now helping to blow Nazi munitions 


* plants to pieces. 


Concurrent with the launching of two 
more 10,000-ton freighters at Vancouver, 
arrangements have been made there to 
operate the shipyards 24 hours a day for 
Seven days in the week. Canadian yards 
are now turning out as many merchant 
ships as British yards, and the latter are 
turning out twice as many as when the 
war began—plus four times the amount of 
naval tonnage. The new all-time arrange- 
ment at Vancouver is one step in the pro- 
gram of speeding up Canadian building to 
an even greater output.

The Hog Moves West 


_ An interesting sidelight on the way the war 
is shifting and changing the agricultural pic- 
ture in Canada is given in the most recent fig- 
ures on hog production for the Dominion. The 
supplying of Wiltshire sides, for prime bacon 
and pork cuts, has become Canada’s greatest 
contribution to Britain’s food-basket, and the 
current agreement is for 600 million pounds of 
which slightly more than one-half already has 
been purchased for British Food Ministry ac- 
count, 

_ Before the war Ontario was the hog-produc- 
ing centre of Canada. Yet in the first three 
months of 1942 the western provinces provided 
1,006,916 of a total of 1,643,245 hogs graded. In 
the same period of 1941 the West only supplied 
795,156 out of a total of 1,464,701. 

This shift of an old-established Ontario farm 
industry to the West has been gaining momen- 
tum since the beginning of the war. It is largely 
the result of feed supplies, with thousands of 
prairie farmers becoming aware they can mar- 
ket their grains more profitably in the form of 
hogs than by shipping these grains East to be 
fed to animals on Ontario and Quebec farms. 
This shift of an important branch of agriculture 
from East to West is almost certain to have im- 
portant post-war effects:—Ottawa Journal, 


Laval Named To Confuse and Divide Allied Opinion 


Subtle Plot to Reunite 
France Under Nazi 
Control

It would be a mistake to re- 
gard the appointment of Laval to 
the premiership of France as a 
straightforward move to hand 
French resources and_ fighting 

equipment over to the Nazis. 

The thing is much more subtle 
than that. It is not calculated to 
bring down on 
France and 
French  posses- 
sions the indig- 
nant wrath of 
the Allies, In- 
deed, the exact 
opposite is the 
purpose. 

Why, then, 
was Laval ap- 
pointed just 
OWE Plainly, 
the Nazis could 
have forced him Harold L. Welr 
on Petain at any time. The mere 
fact that the Marshal accepts him 
80 readily now proves that. 

For Petain undoubtedly de- 
spises Laval as a crook who has 
grown rich out of dubious poli- 
tices and as a traitor who is the 
acknowledged tool of the Nazis. 


Hitler Nervous 


The reason that Laval comes 
into the picture at this moment 
is primarily strategical. 

Hitler is nervous about an in- 
vasion of western Europe. And he 
knows he cannot concentrate all 
his forces against Russia until 
the French situation is clarified. 
This is shown in the appoint- 
ment of his most brilliant gen- 
eral, von Rundstedt, to command 
of French fortifications. 

What Hitler is afraid of is not 
only the effect of an invasion, but 
of an invasion plus a rising of the 
French people in co-operation 
with that invasion, 

He proposes in the first place 
to offset this threat by offering 
concessions to the French people 
and by offering them through 
Laval, his accredited agent, and 
thus inducing the French to be- 
lieve that the Nazis are not so 
tough, after all, 

He proposes, in the second 
place, to offset this threat by 
bringing about confusion of coun- 
sel in the United States, 


Authority 


The German military author- 
ities in occupied France know 
they have no power to call the 
French people to resist invaders 
if those invaders are the Allies, 
bent on liberating France, There- 
fore, Hitler has to have a French- 
man to organize resistance under 
a French nationalist slogan of 
“defending French soil”. 

This slogan, or some equivalent, 
will doubtless be much in use

At 
any moment Petain might have 
defied him. 

Nazi Victory 


Laval, on the other hand, is 
committed outright to either a 
Nazi victory or a Nazi peace, For 
him it is a question of life or 
death. In any other case, he 
would be shot as a traitor. And 


Laval does not seek maftyrdom. 

Laval, indeed, is not even a 
fascist. He is a pure Lavalist. 

He is clever, unscrupulous and 
so crooked that, out of nothing, 
he built up a huge fortune in 
politics in twenty years, He car- 
tied on his law practice even 
while he was prime minister—- 
and from the prime minister's 
office. 

At first sight, one would think 
that the appointment of such a 
man as Laval would inflame 
French resentment further, and, 
for the time being, this has actu- 
ally happened. 

But Hitler and Laval, between 
them, hope to be able to bribe 
the French people so insidiously 
that Laval will be put into the 
position of the only Frenchman 
capable of handling Hitler and 
getting concessions out of him. 

From there, it will only be a 
step to secur tfect co-oper- 
ation between Hitler and the de- 
luded French. 

What can Hitler give Laval to 


offer the French people? 

The division of France into 
two zones is distressing to all 
Frenchmen, HAM divided 
France, the Nazis will now, in all 
probability, allow Laval to bring 
about its reunion. 

At the same time, they will 
allow him to play up his victories. 
They may even stage spurious 
conflicts of policy wherein Laval 
will appear to be the winner. 
And Laval will slyly wink and 
epread the rumor that it takes a 
smart Frenchman to outwit the 
Nazis. 

They will allow Laval to get 
back some thousands of prisoners 
from the camps where they have 
ton interned ‘since the Spring of 
1940. 

Laval may even convene some 
kind of parliament on the Nazi 
Teichstag model to convince the 
United States that he is restoring 
democracy. 

The game is that for these two 
things, and perhaps some others,

The Russians also, while eager- 
ly asking aid from us, and admit- 
ting inferiority in tanks, claim air 
and manpower superiority. 

The latter claim is certainly so. 
The Getman “army of super- 
men” was probably never more 
than around three million—the 
intensively trained troops first 
called up in classes in 1935, 
whereas the Russians have had 
universal military training by 
classes for twenty years out of a 
population more than twice as 
large as the German. 

Air Superiority 

The claim of air superiority 
seems surprising. The Russian 
air force, however, has been con- 
sistently underrated except by a 
few German military experts 
whom Hitler, apparently, chose 
to ignore, 

Six years ago, General Von 
Buelow, German air attache in 
Rome and regarded as a leading 
German authority in matters of 
air power, wrote in the German 
military publication “Militaerurs- 
senschaft] Rundschau”: “The air 
army of the Soviet Union has re- 
cently been increased and has 
become the strongest air force in 
the world. It is not to be assumed 
that any other country will ever 
be able to surpass them.” 

The presumption of the Ger- 
man attack was that, taken by 
complete surprise, this air force 
could be knocked out on the 
ground in a matter of hours, and 
actually the first blitz did destroy 
thousands of Russian planes, But

sumption, it is now absolutely 
clear, was for a blitz, not for a 
long campaign.

Now, if we are weak in the 
Pacific and strong in Europe, 
should we divide our forces and 
divert them from where we are 
strong to where we ate weak? 

I can think of no military mind 
that would advise this in a global 
war, 

It is true that “defence will not 
win the war,” but it is also true 
that one cannot make more than 
one powerful offensive at a time, 
and that the art of war is to take 
that offensive where one is 
strongest, So it is quite reason: 
able that the American chief of 
staff should be in London. 

One thing is certain, The war 
of ner'ves is now in our hands and 
not in Hitler's. The German pro- 
paganda gas becomes lamentable. 


Political Factors 

Furthermore, the political fac- 
tors involved must be highly dis- 
tressing to any intelligent Ger- 
man. Hitler, having conquered 
Europe, is forced to fight in the 
interests of his new Lebensraum. 
Europe shorn of her world in- 
fluence is no Lebensraum but a 
problem and a liability. 

The whole of Europe is like a 
capital city for an enormous area 
elsewhere on the globe and no 
empire-builder in his senses 
could wish to become master of 
Europe without Europe’s non- 
European assets. 

But Hitler's alliance with Japan 
has so far resulted in winning an 
empire for Japan at the cost of 
Europe. Hitler has Holland, 
which shorn of its overseas re- 
sources of raw materials is an 
impoverished and overpopulated 
little country.

Every European feels it, so 
European morale, from a Nazi 
viewpoint, is wretched. Political- 
ly, morally, and physically, the 
Nazis are at their lowest point. 

These factors must all be taken 
advantage of. Where, how, in 
what manner and in what theatre 
is a matter for the military ex- 
perts, not for us laymen,

Shortage of farm labor for spring 
work is very serious, according to 
W. H. Ross, manager of the Cal- 
gary office of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission.

financial limits whose sole purpose is to fit Canadians of all ages and 
both sexes for whatever work needs doing, both now and after the war. 


Here at last is one vital factor we have long missed in our pre- 
sent stream-lined cra, Progress is being made at such @ dizzy pace 
that the man who is trained as a mechanic or technician finds that 
he and his knowledge are out of date within a few years and that 
employers are eagerly grabbing at the last batch of graduates from 
trade schools. 


Electrical refrigeration, air conditioning, Diesel power, radios, tele- 
vision—these are only a few of the vast new industries to spring up 
within recent years and demand countless thousands of workers trained 
in entirely new sciences and techniques, 

The older workers had to either catch up through correspondence or 
night school courses or slip back nearer and nearer unemployment, Most 
of them slipped. 

Now it appears that Canada may have a permanent vocational train- 
ing system that will anticipate the needs of industry and prepare men to 
fill them. 


It is to be hoped that the physical fitness factor, that received 
considerable attention under the old Dominion-Provincial Youth 
Training program, will get even more attention under the new plan, 
although so far it has not been mentioned. 


No matter how much skill and knowledge a man may have, he is still 
not a really efficient producer until he is physically fit from toes to the 
crown of his head. National energy and health are tremendous factors 
that must be given more attention if we are to make the progress we 


are capable of.

U.S. Navy Toughens Its Fliers 


T present the United States Navy has a program calling for the 

training of 30,000 fliers a year—and it will be a toss-up whether 

they will be tougher in the air or on the ground fighting with their bare 
hands. 


Captain A. W. Radford, veteran naval air officer, is the man in 
charge of the air training plan. He is convinced that while America 
builds excellent planes, the boys assigned to flying them are not 
always in a physical condition worthy of the planes. 


For three full months the naval air cadet will be given the most 
intense physical training any group of men ever got. When they climb 
into their fighting ships, they'll be just as keenly tuned to top fighting 
condition as it is possible for men to be. Every nerve, reflex, muscle 
and organ will be functioning perfectly. 

To achieve this the boys will go through a course that calls for foot- 
ball, basketball, swimming, wrestling, boxing, judo and half a dozen 
other sports. Football will develop co-operation and fighting spirit, 
basketball is used to speed up the hand and eyes, swimming is for gen- 
eral muscular development and, in case they are shot down, wrestling, 
boxing and judo are for hand-to-hand combats with the enemy, 


The swimming objective is ability to swim 10 miles, swim long 
distances under water to avoid burning oil and searching enemy eyes, 
and to develop an endurance capable of withstanding many hours in 
the water. 


The rough atd ready fighting is being taught by Ed Don George, 
former world champion wrestler. Football and basketball are being 
taught by the nation’s top college and professional coaches and the same 
applies to swimming.

Veteran Umpire 
Says Imperative 
Work Every Day 


NEW YORK, April 21.—(AP)— 
You've probably seen the last of 
Bill Klem on a baseball field. The 
old arbitrator is strictly front-of- 
fice now; just a grandstand quarter- 
back sitting up there on the con- 
crete terrace every day gazing 
blandly in slack-jowled content at 
the performance of his underlings. 

Not that the 68-year-old super- 
visor of umpires thinks he couldn't 
work a good game any more, On 
the contrary, he thinks if he were 
out there every day he'd be as good 
as ever. 

“But it just wouldn't be smart to 
work just once in a while,” he ex- 
plains, “You've got to keep your 
mind on the job every day to keep 
up to snuff. Then too, I might call 
a disputed play, and be 100 per- 
cent right. But they'd speak of my 
age, and that's a fact, and you can't 
argue against facts.” 

Klem maintains that his eyes are 
as sharp as ever, but he says eye- 
sight is greatly over-rated as an 
umpire’s chief attribute. The chief 
factors are courage and decisive- 
ness, he says: 

He explains for the umpteenth 
time how his famous “line” origin- 
ated accompanying the explanation 
with vivid imitations of the parties 
involved. He had little difficulty 
imitating Bill Klem. 

“It was at Milwaukee in 1904, the 
year before I came to the National 
League,” he says. “They told me 
there was one player there I 
couldn't handle, a big outfielder.

I didn't 
say what the line was for, but he 
knew it, and everybody in the park 
knew it, He just came up to the 
lin and stopped, and that was all 
there was to it. 

“It was the most natural thing I 
ever did in my life. 

“Sometimes after that I'd never 
even draw a jine. I'd start walking 
away and then turn and say: ‘Don't 
cross that line or yer outa the 
game,’ and they'd stop.”

Rates Will Not 
Be Increased 


OTTAWA, April 21—(CP)—The 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
announced today that while it 
has given concurrence for in- 
creased railway rates on interna- 
tional transportation the purely 
domestic rate structure will not 
be boosted. 

Included in “domestic” rates which 
will not be boosted, it was said at 
the prices board office, are the ex- 
port an@ import rates on shipments 
between Canadian ports and points 
in Canada, 

Some time ago it was announced 
the board had approved increases 
in the case of railway rates for 
transportation between points in 
Canada and points in United States. 

These increases corresponded with 
those granted early last month by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in United States, so combined 
rates covering transportation of 
; goods or persons across the inter- 
national boundary will, “as usual,” 
be based upon the United States 
rate structure, 


REFUSED BY BOARD 


“The genera! structure of railway 
rates affecting traffic within Can- 
ada will not be increased,” the 
board said in a statement. ‘This ap- 
plies to passenger fares, sleeping 
car and parlor car rates, and freight 
and express charges.” 

Incgeases in rates comparable 
with those granted by the I.'C. C. 
had been sought by the railways in 
applications to the Board of Trans- 
port Commissioners, and the board 
approved them, “as being permis- 
sible under the relevant. statutes 
other than the maximum prices 
regulations.” 

Such appro¢s] was made sub- 
ject to concurrence by the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board, 
since railway rates come under 
the general price ceiling. 

“The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board has given its concurrence 
with respect to international trans- 
portation, but not for purely do- 
mestic transportation in Canade,” 
the Board statement said. 


NOT JUSTIFIED 


The board held Canadian condi- 
tions “donot justify any increase in 
rates,’ despite increases of 10 per 
cent in passenger rates and vary- 
ing amounts up to six per cent in 
freight rates which were permitted 
in the United States. 

The international rates which 
have been permitted to increase 
cover traffic movement from Unitea 
States to Canada, from Canada to 
United States, from one point ii 
Canada to another through United 
States, and from one point in United 
States to another through Canada. 

“The board refused to concur 
in increases.on purely domestic 
transportation within Canada,” 
the prices board statement said. 
“The railways made application 
fer increases with fespect to 
transportation over routes wholly 
within Canada which are des- 
cribed as competitive with alter- 
native routes through the United 
States, ° 


“For example, transportation from 
Toronto to Winnipeg normally bears 
the same rates as a route passing 
through Detroit and Chicago; again, 
transportation from Carladian in- 
land points to Halifax normally 
bears the sare rates as transport.

These symptoms may persist for 
some time with the patient still able 
to be up and around or a More acute 
crisis may occur known popularly 
as a bilioug attack, With biliousness 
the tongue becomes heavily coated, 
the breath is offensive, the eyes are 
dull and there may be severe head- 


ache, together with nausea and 
fever 

The ordinaty variety of liver 
trouble js produced by very defi- 


nite causes, chief of which are the 
following: First, overeating of all 
kinds of food. Habitual overeating 
must necessarily throw a heavy bur- 
den upon the liver, There may be 
no sign of organic disesres of this 
otgen but simply an inability to 
function well enough {o take care of 
the unnatural burden imposed by 
one who is eating more food than 
the body can use 

Second, overeating of starches 
and sugars. Third, enervation. The 
liver may be unablé to handle even 
a normal amount of food because 
the body is enervated by bad habits 
and these habits which are not good 
are wasting energy which should 
be allotted to the liver. Lack of 
exercise, late hours, and excesses of 
avery kind produce a condition 
which can not be overcome, even by 
the most judicious dieting. 

Fourth, constipation may produce 
liver troubie, due to the fact that it 
increases the intestinal toxins which 
must be handled by that organ after 
reaching it through the portal cir- 
culation. 

After understanding these causes 
it is not difficult to formulate the 
necessary méthod of cure, Bad 
habits must be overcome and the 
patient must substitute for those 
habits, which have been producing 
enervation, those good habits of liv- 
ing which will improve the func- 
tioning of the liver. 

In the average case, good results 
will follow when starches, fats and 
sugars @re eliminated from the diet- 
ary for a time; however, relief is 
obtained most rapidly when such 
diet restriction is preceded by a} 
short fast of about five days. Buring | 
the fasting period it is all right for 
the patient to use fruit juice, but no 
other foods should be added. While 
fasting. the liver is helped by daily 
enemas. At the conclusion of the 
fast a careful diet is-needed until | 
such time as the liver is able to do 
a reasonable amount of. work. 

You cannot expect to overcome 
sluggishness of the liver by dict 
alone, for if not enough exercise is 
taken, it will be almost impossible 
to use such a small amount of food 
as to insure normal metabolism, 
whereas if vigorous physical exer- 
cise is taken daily, it is not then so 
necessary to be so careful to balance 
ihe intake of food.

Your Baby 


And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


To allow a small child to sleep 
with the parent is one of those 
minor habits which becomes dif- 
ficult, nay, impossible to break. 
Children cling to any habit which 
keeps them more ctosely under the 
protective wing of the mother. Yet 
a real maturity and a happy inde- 
pendence cannot be achieved un- 
less the child, even the infant, ac- 
cepts separation from her. 

The results of such habits are 
just as bad if they spring up ac- 
cidentally as if the mother is in- 
different to their dangers and 
plans for them. 

Mrs. M. L. says her daughter is 
4 years old. “Up until four months 
ago she slept very well during the 
night, but now she gets up about 
2 a.m., walks into our room and gets 
into our bed. It doesn't bother me 
as much as it does my husband who 
can't sleep with her in our bed, 

“We tried letting her cry but as 
soon aS we were asleep in she 
would come again. We've awaken- 
ed in the morning and found her in 
bed with us. 

“She wakes three or four times at 
night, no matter where she sleeps. 
I've tried putting her to bed later 
than 8 o'clock, heavy dinners, light 
dinners, no play and lots of play. 
I feel I have tried everything. 

“Our daughter is very intelligent, 


but she isn't a lively child and does 
not play and run and jump as other 
children do. But she eats normally 
and appears well. She does seem 
to urinate too frequently. But it is 
not that but the sleeping habit 
which bothers me.” 

There may be a very direct re- 
lationship between the frequent 
urination and the restless sleep. 
Also, to the lack of animation and 
playfulness. I would have the 
urine checked by a good pediatri- 
cian and you may find that cor- 
rection of this may be the cure you 
are seeking. 

Until such time there would seem 
to be only one way to deal with it 
and that is to pleasantly but firmly 
return her to her bed each time 
she comes to yours. Point out tq 
her that this is your bed and that is 
hers and each will sleep more com- 
fortably in her own bed. She is in- 
telligent and will soon feel. it 
hardly worth the effort to try to 
get into your bed. But the attack 
upon the physical condition is, to 
me, the important one.
